Anf. °Tis impoffible to be very exaét in Direéting 
you how to manage your Life, without we knew 
what time your Trade will permit you to fpend, 
what your Inclinations are, and what Advantages for 
Stady your Circumftanees may allow; But as you 
feem to be defirous to make a good Improvement 
of your Time, and that ’tis not improbable but you 
may want fome Advice for the Choice and Regula- 
tion of your Studies, we are willing to give you the 
beft we can under thefe inconveniencies, and at facha 
diftance. . Piety ought to be your. chiefeft Care, fince

requifite in order to the acquainting. you with the 
World, and likewife the. beft and moft profitable di- 
veriton. You will do well to perfedt the Latin Tongue, 
there being [0 gnany-uleful things in it, Ghat arenet 


in Englifh; and if/you find your elf incited to it 
through a bad principle, “tis thas you ought to Con- 
quer, and not relinquifhi your defign. A few Books 
well read will not only be of moft uf to you at pre- 
fent, ‘but will alfo make you fit to judg what will be 
proper to fucceed ; for Divinity, the bible, she whole 
Dury of Man, Grotius's truth of the Chriftian Religion, 
Dr. Sherlock’s Two Treatifes, of Death and Judg- 
ment, With Judge Aules’s Cogsemplations ; Plutarch 
and Seneca of Morality; in Mathematicks "twill be beft to 
begin with Géometry and Algebra, to which end you 
muft get Euclids Flements, and Kerjeys Algebra, which 
laft, tho not the beft, yet if is the fitte ft fox YOu, as be- 
ing the plaineft; For Hitory,read Jofepkus, Apolloni- 
us, Tacitus, Livy, Allgood Antient and Modern Hi- 
ftori€s, With the Lives of the Philofophers and Fa- 
thers, .&c, Be fure to give one Hour ina Day to Di- 
vinit, two to Mathematicks, and divide ,the reft ot 
your timé as your inclinations and bufinef3 will al- 
Ow. 


Queft, 2, Pray excufe this Intrafion end Avocation 


from more ferious Thoughts; J only beg your perufal, 


and leave it t0 your Pleafure, Whether it’s Fate be Obli- 
vio, or Publication, being fatisfied, it wilk have its due 
Weight in yourconfideration. Jf ét paffes with your

and confequently buoying up the Kite, but alfo again 
the String. Again, the ftrength of the ftring, is. not 
neccflary, as generally fupposd, to be fo. great, a i 
aily if manag (not with the Hand; but) witha : ing 
and a Stick, after the manner of Trolling for Pikes: 
Tis true, great allowances muft be made for the 
firength of the Torrent of Air ; nor will the fame 
ftring be proper for a ftrong and weak wind. Little 
can any one imagine, that has not experiencad st, how 
Little ftrength, witha pliable good Angle, will manage 
» ith of two Fout long in the water ; and the preient 
Inftance is mmch of the fame nature. But to the appli- 
cation. He’ muft be a very good Rope-Dancer, or an 
Old Sailer, that thould adventure to fajl thus in the 
Air: for 2 little by-blaft of wind, will throw.a Kite 3, 
4 or ¢ fore Yards on one fide, in 2 or 3 feconds of a 
mintte, if the Kite be a pretgy height,and wind ftrong : 
"This is f common, that every boy that ufes a Kite, can 
tell you.asmuch. Such a violent metion would cer- 


eainly be prejudicial to the brain, and affect it witha, 


ftrange dizzinefs, if itdid not abfoluscly ftifle the par- 
ry. As for Bifhop Wilkins Voyage to the World ia the 
Moon, we think it one of the greateft Impoffibilities 
an ingenious man could be guilty of imagining ; but 
for Aying feveral miles fwiftly and converiently enough, 
we donot defpair of the pofhibility thereof, efpecially if 
fet upon by ingenious pertons, who are well acquainted 
with the mechanical parts of Mathematicks, and well 
skill’d in afl fort of proportions; which is all we can 
at prefent advance about this fubjc&.
